Bu ck 
pro per is distinct fro m 
any and all o f the o ther fo rms, 
tho u gh u su ally the narrato rs o f 
bu nting tales do no t distingu ish 
nicely between them. 
When a man 
has bu ck fever, his face gets red, 
and later o n he haa a fiero o head­ 
ache tbat so metimes lasts a lo ng 
time. It do es no t take mu ch to give 
a man bu ck fever. When o ne has 
the fever, it is u su ally a sign that 
the stricken o ne is wo rried abo u t 
so mething—perhaps a cartridgo has 
stu ck in his gu n o r the game sho ws 
signs o f retreating. 
Any hu nter is 
liable. 
It co mes u nexpectedly and 
with a su ddenness that makes go o d 
sho o ting impo ssible. 
Bu ck paralysis makes it u tterly 
impo ssible fo r the victim to mo ve. 
The tyro sitting o n a ru nway hears 
the do gs co ming back o n the mo u n­ 
tain side. 
He kno ws that he mu st 
no t mo ve lo st he alarm the game, 
and he sits with every mu scle rigid 
and with eyes starting o nt. The 
game—a deer, fo x o r rabbit—su d­ 
denly leaps into the o pen, and try 
as he may the stricken hu nter can­ 
no t mo ve. 
He tries to lift the rifle, 
bu t fails. 
When at last the game 
is Ot??- o f sight, the victim manages 
to rise to bis feet and then sits 
do wn again, to o weak to stand. 
When the gu ide co mes alo ng, Jthe 
white face and shaky knees tell the 
sto ry. The experienced hu nter never 
go ts the paralysis o n a ru nway u n­ 
less he has no ver befo re hu nted by 
do gging the game, bu t in the wo o ds 
the still hu nter so metimes finds 
himself su ddenly so clo se to the 
game that ho can almo st to u ch it 
To save himself fro m starvatio n the 
stricken hu nter canno t raise his rifle 
o r mo ve. 
Men have watched deer 
u nder su ch circu mstances fu r many 
minu tes, and o nly when the game 
was o u t o f sight have they been able 
to mo ve. 
Others reco ver fro m the 
paralysis o nly to take o n the fo rm 
o f agu e. 
With bu ck agu e shaking his bo nes 
and making his znu scles feel like 
lu mps o f jo lly, the hu nter can so me­ 
times sho o t so rapidly that the sho ts 
rattle like beans, bu t ho canno t hit 
a deer. 
He co u ld no t hit a barn. 
Agu e takes a dangero u s tu rn at 
times. 
Tho victim fires his rifle 
fro m his arm witho u t pu tting it to 
bis sho u lder, and his co mpanio n, 
sho u ld he have o ne, mu st leap qu ick­ 
ly to escape tho bu llets. Again, men 
have fired gu ns o ver their backs 
while tho deer sto o d lo o king at them 
face to face. 
B. F. Kent o f Phila­ 
delphia, N. Y7., o no e had to lie do wn 
to escape tho bu llets sent flying o ver 
his head by ano ther hu nter strick­ 
en with bu o k agu e. 
The tenderfo o t's baptism is a cu - 
rio u H sight. 
No t necessarily is the 
baptized o ne a green hand.

Prof ©adonai aad Badness Men Adapting

The growing nae of English in 
Mexioo is a sign of the times. The 
robust and businesslike tongue of 
the Anglo-Saxon ha* pushed French 
book into second place among for­ 
eign languages spoken 
here. A 
■mall army of teachers find a good 
living In imparting knowledge of 
Anglish, and the government ha* 
made English a p a rt of its educa­ 
tional oourse in schools of the higher 
grade. Not to howe some acquaint­ 
ance with English ia to argue oneself 
behind the times. 
The locomotive was the pioneer 
of the linguistic revolution. It 
brought new ways, exactitude, punc­ 
tuality, modern styles of dress, 
Yankee furniture, watches and type­ 
writers and the great gift of the 
cosmopolitan, English speech, whiob 
makes the man possessing it a citi­ 
zen of the world. 
. A man might live always in the 
City of Mexioo and get on very well 
with nothing but English. He can 
order his clothes, hire a room in a 
hotel or boarding house, all in Eng­ 
lish. Waiters and barbers pick up a 
little of the current linguistic ooin 
so as to improve their positions. 
Hundreds of Mexican lads employed 
in the railway offices and in mer­ 
cantile and banking concerns have 
learned English well and speak it 
fluently. Even the newsboys can 
©all out “ English paper I” or sell yon 
“ matches.” A very large number 
of people read English well, al­ 
though speaking it little or not at 
ell. AU tho great and successful 
lawyers know something of English. 
A famous lawyer said to me ten 
years ago, “I have learned English 
because I see that it is necessary and 
will give me many pew oUents from 
your country." He was tnen a man 
of small means. Today he is rich 
because of bis American corporation 
connections, 
all gained through 
knowing English. 
Yesterday I Us- 
toned with pleasure to the luoid ex 
planation of a complicated matter 
by a young Mexican lawyer, couched 
in clear and concise English. He 
bad to make a subject clear to a 
client in a case involving muob 
money, and he did it perfectly. This 
lawyer reads .English half his leisure 
tim a But he has little opportunity 
for reading, exoept late at night 
and on the tram cars. 
All over the City of Mexioo one 
sees English aigna, of ten duplicating 
Spanish announcements—aa, for ex­ 
ample, “ Pension 
de 
oabaUoa,” 
’♦Boarding stable ;M “ Dentists Amer- 
icano/*^*American dentist;” “Can­ 
tina,” “ Barroom;” “ Calzado de to- 
das claaes,” “ Boots and shoes.” 
English is taught in many of the 
great public and private schools and 
in aU families where private tutors 
iwe charged with the education of 
the children* Many parents who 
know no English insist on its being 
thoroughly taught to their children, 
considering it an essential of modern 
education- 
American and English bashless 
men here mostly acquire a working 
knowledge of Spanish for commer­ 
cial purposes, and, vioe versa, Mex­ 
ican professional men do the same 
for business reasons.

GOLD IS COMING OUT.

•fa rf© A amania af aka Tallow Metal Of­ 
fered at Abe Sak-Ti aaa urine. 
Washington, Nov. 0.—Information 
received at the treasury ■'department 
shows that large amounts of gold are 
being offered at the subtreasuries, in 
exchange tor currency, the stipulation 
being made as to legal tenders. One 
million in gold was offered st Boston, 
and the subtressureF telegraphed the 
secretary for instructions, stating that 
the current work of the office was 
somewhat behind, owing to the late 
flurry, and further that the payment of 
that amount of currency would leave 
the subtreasury there incor^nlently 
short. 
Instructions were returned 
authoriziug the acceptance of half of 
tire amount offered. At New York, 
the subtreasurer, it is understood, has 
given notice that he would not receive 
gold at present in exchange for cur­ 
rency. There are about $6,400,000 in 
assay office checks outstanding, which 
are now being deposited for currency, 
and all of these will be received. 
The 
demand for currency and especially 
small bills, in anticipation of a revival 
of business, is exceptionally heavy, and 
it is expected that several days will 
elapse before the officials will be in a 
position to meet all demands. The 
treasury officials anticipate no further 
withdrawals of gold for export and re- 
g*d the financial situation as greatly 
improved.______________

Vartoa* Forma of tho Ailment Which An 
Likely to Attaok Hunter*. 
Hunters sometimes get exalted 
when they see game and call the 
state of mind by a variety of names, 
of which buck fever, buck paralysis, 
book ague and tenderfoot’s baptism 
are the best known. 
Buck 
groper Ie distinct from 
any and all of the other forms, 
though usually the narrators of 
hunting tales do not distinguish 
nioely between them- When a man 
has buok fever, bis face gets red, 
and later on he bae a Aero© bead- 
Hobe that sometimes lasts a long 
time. It does not take muoh to give 
rn man buck fever. When one has 
the fever, it is usually a sign that 
the stricken ene is worried about 
something—perhaps a cartridge bas 
stuck in his gun or the game shows 
signs of retreating. Any hunter is 
liable. It comes unexpectedly and 
with a soddenness that makes goo4 
•hooting impossible. 
Book paralysis makes it utterly 
impossible for the victim to move. 
The tyro sitting on a runway hears 
the dogs coming hack on the moun­ 
tain side. He knows that he must 
not move lest he alarm the game, 
and he sits with every muscle rigid 
and with eyes starting out The 
game—a deer, fox or rabbit—sud­ 
denly leaps into the open, and try 
as he may the stricken hunter can­ 
not move. He tries to lift the rifle, 
but fails. When at last the game 
i« nnt of sight, the victim manages 
to rise to “his feet and then sits 
down again, too W »k to stand. 
When the guide oomes along,,the 
white face and shaky knees tell the 
•tory. T 
h 
e 
experienced hunter never 
gets the paralysis on a runway un­ 
less he baa never before hunted by 
dogging the game, but in the woods 
the still hunter sometimes finds 
himself suddenly so close to the 
game that he can almost touch i t 
To save himself from starvation the 
stricken hunter cannot raise his rifle 
or move. Men have watched deer 
under each circumstances for many 
minutes, and only when the game 
waa out of sight have they been able 
to move. Others reoover from the 
paralysis only to take on the form 
of ague. 
With buck ague shaking his hones 
and making bis muscles feel like 
lumps of jelly, the bunter ean some­ 
times shoot so rapidly that the shots 
rattle like beans, hut he cannot hit 
a deer. • He could not hit a barn. 
Ague takes a dangerous turn at 
times. The victim fires his rifle 
from his arm without putting it to 
his shoulder, and bis companion, 
should he have one, must leap quick­ 
ly to escape the bullets. Again, men 
have fired guns over their backs 
while the deer stood looking at them 
face to faoe. B. F. Kent of Phila­ 
delphia, N. Y., once had to lie down 
to escape the bullets sent flying over 
his head by another hunter strick­ 
en with buok ague.

Others jump up and down 
in their excitement, while still oth­ 
ers try to catch the game in their 
hands. One man at least has been 
known to faint under the excite­ 
ment of the chase. Athletes get 
faint and sick at times. All tho 
forms have been known to afflict 
one patient, hut usually man has two 
or three forms that oome on at times 
and are incurable. 
When a hunter speaks of huck fe­ 
ver, it does not necessarily imply 
that a deer was the cause of it. 
Squirrels, rabbits, ducks, woodcock, 
ruffled grouse or anything else 
sought with a gun may bring it on. 
The word buok waa used because 
deer usually cause the most violent 
forms of excitement.- -New York

LINCOLN ANO STANTON. 


Applicant* For Pine©. 
An old St. Louisan who will not 
allow his name to he mentioned 
tells the following personal experi­ 
ence he bad with Lincoln and Stan­ 
ton; 
In the winter of 1864, after serv­ 
ing three years in the Union army 
and being honorably discharged, I 
made application for the post But­ 
lership at Point Lookout. 
My fa­ 
ther went with me to Mr. Stanton, 
who was then secretary of war. We 
obtained an audience, and I was 
ushered into the presence of the 
most pompous man I ever met. As 
we entered he waved his band for 
us to stop at a given point some dis­ 
tance from him and then put these 
questions: 
- 
. 
“ Did you serve three years in the 
army?” 
“I did, sir.” 
“Were you honorably discharg­ 
ed?^ 
“I was, sir.” 
“Let me see your discharge. ” 
I gave it to him. He looked it 
over and then said: 
“Were you ever wounded?” 
I told him yes, at the battle of 
Williamsburg, May 5, 1861. 
“I think we can give this position 
to a man who has lost an arm or a 
leg,” said Mr. Stanton. “He would 
he more deserving. ” 
And then he told me he thought I 
looked hearty and healthy enough 
to serve three years more. He would 
not even give me a chance to argue 
my paso, hut dismissed us with an­ 
other pompons wave of the hand, 
and we withdrew from the august 
presence of the secretary of war. 
Outside my father suggested we 
go over and see Mr. Lincoln. We 
didn’t think it would do us much 
good, hot we went. 
Mr. Lincoln's reception room was 
filled with ladies and gentlemen 
when we entered, and the soene was 
one I shall never forget. On her 
knees before the president was a 
woman in the agonies of despair. 
W ith tears streaming from her eyes 
she implored the chief executive for 
the life of her son, who bad deserted 
and was condemned to be shot. 
I heard Mr. Lincoln say : “ Mad­ 
am, do not act in this way; it is ago­ 
ny to me. 
I would pardon your 
son if it was in my power, hut there 
mast he an example made, or I will 
have no arm y.” 
At this speech the woman fainted. 
Mr. Linooln motioned to two attend­ 
ants, who lifted her up and carried 
her out. Everybody in the room 
was in tears. 
Changing the soene from the sub­ 
lime to the ridiculous, the next ap­ 
plicant for favor was a big, buxom 
Irish woman, who stood before the 
president with arms akimbo, saying:

Every trout fisherman knows that 
the fish in certain streams are abnor­ 
mally cultured to the matter of flies, 
and have a well d(dined contempt for * 
hook that is badly tied, or dressed to 
imitate a fly that is out of season. It 
would seem, however, that other fish 
besides the speckled river favorite of 
the sportsman are being educated in 
the important matter of what to eat 
and what to avoid. It is said that al­ 
though the fall run of the mackerel en 
the Rhode Island const is unusually 
heavy and toe fish are exceptionally 
large, they are so shy that the old way 
of taking them, the hook and line, the 
drift nets and the seines, each of 
which was formerly effective, have 
failed. The fish simply decline to be 
caught, and the owners of the macker­ 
el schooners are casting about for a 
new lure. The latest idea is a huge 
bag hung on poles and lowered, after 
being 
baited 
with 
freshly-ground 
stosh, by means of lead sinkers. The 
mackerel rush for the baft, and when 
enough of them are within the net the 
boom is raised. The old fishermen say 
that while this device works well 
enough for the voracious bull’s-eye 
mackerel, the true mackerel is not to 
be taken by it The commander of one 
boat is convinced that this wary fish is 
only to be circumvented by electricity, 
and he has fitted up an electrical ap­ 
paratus for the purpose. This appara­ 
tus is a simplification of what has been 
used for deep-sea fishing on both the 
Pacific coast and the coast of Senti*** ! 
In the boat is a dynamo, to which is 
attached a long wire carrying from one 
to six incandescent bulbs. The bulbs 
are first lowered into the depths of the 
sea. and the lights are turned on. It is 
believed that this will draw the true 
mackerel by eight to such numbers as 
to make the seiniog of them easy and 
profitable.

_j# Who Would Rrrak It I p Would Ben­ 
efit the I'uhll« . 
Classified according to their atti­ 
tude toward tips, the Americans 
j who travel may be roughly divided 
: into three groups—those who are 
i rich, careless and liberal; those who 
are of tough fiber and will give noth­ 
ing that they do not feel is really 
due, and those who either cannot 
afford tipe, or, being able to do so, 
are annoyed with the sense that they 
are paying what they do not owe 
and are making it hard for thoee 
who cannot pay or should not and 
yet who cannot get the service they 
are entitled to without i.. 
To the 
first and second classes the matter 
is of little consequence. To the third 
it la sometimes a source of serious 
disturbance of mind or of still more 
serious disturbance of the personal 
or family budget. 
To these the ne­ 
cessity of giving tips may be either 
a persistent and obtrusive nuisance 
or a grave restriction on bard earn­ 
ed enjoyment or (recreation. 
Very few are blind to the pleas­ 
ures of tipping. Even the poor man 
who indulges in it with full knowl­ 
edge of the sacrifice he is imposing 
on himself or family and whose in­ 
dulgence is paid for by a substantial 
shortening of the outing he would 
otherwise have is sensitive to the 
gratification of occupying for a few 
moments the position of a superior 
person and is tickled by the flavor 
of servility in the service he gets. 
But in the sober reflection that 
oomes with the reckoning ho may 
see that the practice is substantially 
an imposition and quito unjustified. 
On railways and steamboats, in ho­ 
tels and boarding houses, wherever 
a regular charge is made for a well 
defined equivalent, the rights of all 
are the Bauie, and common fairness 
requires that these should be re­ 
spected without favor or discrimi* 
nation. 
In the oase of common car­ 
riers and in the larger houses this 
rule ought to be observed with 
strictness and can be enforced per­ 
fectly if those in authority choose so 
to havo it. 
The entire feasibility of such a 
system is shown in our social clubs, 
where all tipping is strictly for­ 
bidden. 
It is pbown, too, in a few 
yaro instances of hotels and restau­ 
rants, whose proprietors have found 
it as profitable as it is decent to 
make it known that they and they 
alone will jrny their employees. 
It 
is not a question of what can bo 
done, but of wbat employers aro 
willing to do. 
And as to that there 
is unfortunately very little room 
for doubt. 
They will, as a rule, do 
nothing. 
They will prefer the sav­ 
ing, whatevor it is, that tlihy can 
in wages to the profit they 
might make in increasing their m*o 
tom by a fair and impartial system 
and to the satisfaction they might 
find in such a system. 
Yet it is 
probable that if, say, the two great 
parlor car companies of the country 
should unite in abolishing tips and 
in enforoing faithful and courteous 
service from those they omploy 
they could do much toward break­ 
ing up the practice throughout the 
land and w ithout cost to them ­ 
selves. It would be as practical and 
sensible a step as tbe adoption of a 
better lubricant for the machinery. 
It would reduce friction and make 
travel more attractive, more gen­ 
eral and in that ratio more profita­ 
ble. 
Tbe railroad magnate who 
should in earnest establish such a 
reform would do as good work as 
he who founds a college.—New 
York Times.

In this respect Lombroso and hi* disci­ 
ples have gone too far, their tendency 
being to make no distinction between 
genius and talent. 
Genius is au anomaly, but an anom­ 
aly that the whole world is satisfied to ! 
admire. 
It is constitnted by the exag­ 
gerated development of a single faeulty, 
usually at the exp* use of the oth**ra. 
This i* the cause of the imperfections of 
these brilliant meteors and the explana­ 
tion of their degeneracy on other point# . 
Easentially spontaneous aud original 
genius is a natural phenomenon that we 
cannot explain, although it is unques­ 
tionably the result of natural causes. 
Talent is different 
It is the fruit of 
work and sustained application, and it 
can be acquired and develop» *d at any 
time. 
At the present day, for instance, 
there are^few men of genius among 
painters, aud yet they almost all have 
talent The cons**queuee is that the 
greater number of the paintings in our 
exhibitions are pleasing to us, although 
no exceptional work tills us with admi­ 
ration aud reveal* a painter of genius. 
Actions, therefore, in appearance ex­ 
traordinary do not warrant us in inter­ 
ring insanity on the part of those who 
accomplish them, espts lally a« 
lions, however abnormal they may seem 
at first, aro 
*ery rational and jus 


Thus, in order to be able to meditate 
at their ease, many writers insist on not 
being distorted by anything and seek 
seclusion. 
Montaigne, in his moments 
of inspiration, used to run out of his 
house and go and shut himself up in an 
old tower, into which no one els« * enter­ 
ed.

The Facts in Th* C ase. 


E ditor Dispatch:

are the facts as far as I know Hum 
regarding th** gang of train wreckers 
who were recently foiled and driven 
from the country: 
After retiring the 
evening of Sept. 20, I was awakened 
by a tap at my door. 
I asked: “Who 
is here? 
The reply came clear and 
plain: “Doc. Cherry” 
I instantly 
recognized the name as that of a man 
with whom I had worked two years in 
th Indian Territory, in the early ’80s. 
I was alone at the time and admitted 
the stranger. 
A few questions and 
answers soon served to identify each 
to the other. 
Cherry spoke briefly of 
his life since we parted, questioned 
me, and told me bow he had found 
my house while looking the country 
over for a “camp;” had felt certain it 
was mine by the name on the mail 
box which he immediately recognized. 
His further conversation convinced 
me that he and some others were in 
this country on lawless business, and 
he openly asked me to join them, say­ 
ing they were obliged to have some 
one who lived here to co operate with 
them and promised me equal divis 
ion of the results. 
He felt elated at 
finding me and remarked on my fa­ 
vorable situation for their business. 
My first impulse was to quietly de­ 
cline to have anything to do with the 
business, and to advise him to aban­ 
don his criminal intentions, but on 
further reflection I considered that 
this would be useless and cowardly. 
That the gang wa* thoroughly crim­ 
inal and that fortune had placed them 
to some extent in my power, 
I ques- 
tioned Cherry with a view to learu- I 
mg the records of himself and friends 
but he would tell me nothing of past 
crimes if they had committed any. 
The organization seemed to be per- 
feet aud he described the others as 
“thoroughbreds.*’ 
Following

dictates of duty ^ agreed to furnish 
hiding, etc. 
Cherry said I would be 
visited again aud givtVi further in­ 
structions. 
th?” It'-ft- aud anoth- I 
*r man, who had not come in the 
house, followed blip 
J realized the 
full danger of my position; that life 
and reputation were imperiled. 
But 
as soon as possible I notified the rail­ 
road company and Sheriff Spalding 
of the facts. 
By them I was 111- 
mstructed to join the gang with a 
view to capturing them all red hand­ 
ed ; a burd thing to do as I soon learn­ 
ed, for later developments showed 
that I could know nothing of the time 
or place of attack 
That traius were 
liable to be taken on any one of I blee 
branches, that the raids would not be 
made from any house but from camps 
on the west side of the Mississippi 
river, and that I would not be allowed 
to take part in any hold-up, or to be 
away from home when one was ex­ 
pected. 
I proposed to the company 
detectives to arrest on suspicion two 
or three of the men who were to visit 
me again rn a few nights, but this he 
disapproved, insisting that the whole 
gang be taken rn the act of wreck 
’2d robbery. 
Cherry aud the gang’s captain caul? 
again. 
Space will uot allow me to 
describe this Captain, who was called 
Born, minutely, but he was the mobt 
contradictory and remarkable charac­ 
ter I ever saw. 
Both were armed, 
.tressed alike aud Durn wore a mask 
all through this visit, though not at a 
subsequent one. 
The third and last 
visit occurred the night of October 
L2. Three mea came, said they would 
cell me what I was to do tho follow­ 
ing night., aud prepared to spend the 
day with me. 
This day, Get. 13, I 
calid have arrested thKse meu, Cher­ 
ry, Dom aud Albert Barton, if the 
instructions of the authorities whose 
orders I was working under had pc: - 
nutted. 
I also hoped that the devel­ 
opments of the next night would 
open a way to carry out the plan of 
capturing the whole gang The night 
of the 13th Dom defined my duty. 
I 
was to stay strictly at home. 
They 
would return to a camp west of the 
river and I would see no more of 
teem until after a hold up which was 
to occur as soon as intelligence of the 
right load reached them. 
I mstaqt.y 
-aw that I would be powerless to 
carry out the plan of capture in the 
.Act, or to prevent a hold up with its 
chances of blood shed. 
I felt alarmed aud perplexed. 
I 
was walking about outside the house 
when Cherry joined me. 
We spoke 
of old tunes, and it occurred to me to 
propose tnat Cherry Co-operate with 
me IU the execution of the detective’s 
plan. 
He seemed approachable aud 
I mentioned the subject. 
He ques- 
uoued me, was startled aud suspic­ 
ions. 
I tried to face the truth down, 
out Cherry understood enough, aud 
went into the house. 
I followed aud 
-.aw that a crisis bad come; that Cher­ 
ry’s face would tell that something 
was wrong. 
I started the bail b> 
saying the affair must end.

know no E nglish in sist on its being 
th o ro u g h ly ta u g h t to th e ir children, 
considering it an essential of m odern 
education. 
A m erican and E nglish business 
m en here m ostly acq u ire a w orking 
know ledge of S panish for com m er­ 
cial purposes, and, vice versa, M ex­ 
ican professional m en do th e sam e 
for business reasons. 
In all th e larg e shops h ere E nglish 
is spoken as a m a tte r of course.

secretary for instructions, stating that 
the current work of the office was 
somewhat behind, owing to the late 
flurry, aud further that the payment of 
that amouut of currency woald leave 
the subtreasury th* re mom a nieutly 
short. 
Instructions 
were 
.ct ariled 
authorizing the accept arew of half of 
the amount offered. 
At Now York, 
the subtreasurer, it is understood, has 
given notice that he wou d not receive 
gold at present in exchange for cur­ 
rency. 
There are about $6,400,000 in 
assay office checks outstanding, which 
are now being deposited for currency, 
and all of those will be received. 
The 
demand for currency and especially 
small bills, in anticipation of a revival 
of business, is exceptionally heavy’, and 
it is expected that several days will 
elapse before the officials will be in a 
position to meet all demands. 
The 
treasury officials anticipate no further 
w ithdraw als of gold for export and re­ 
gard the financial situation as greatly 
improved.

nicely betw een them . 
W hen a m an 
h as buck fevor, his face gets red, 
and la te r on b e bas a tier00 h ead­ 
ache th a t som etim es lasts a long 
tim e. It does not ta k e m uch to give 
a m an buok fever. 
W hen one bas 
th e fevor, it is u sually a sign th a t 
th e strick en one is w orried ab out 
so m eth in g —perh aps a cartrid g e has 
stu ck in b is gun or th e gam e show s 
signs of re tre a tin g . 
A ny h u n te r is 
liable. 
I t com es unexpectedly and 
w ith a suddenness th u t m akes good 
shooting im possible. 
Buck paraly sis m akes it u tte rly 
im possible fo r th e victim to m ove. 
T he ty ro sittin g on a ru n w ay hears 
th e dogs com ing back on tho m o u n ­ 
ta in side. 
H e know s th a t ho m u st 
n ot m ove lest he a la rm th e gam e, 
and he sits w ith every m usole rigid 
and w ith eyes sta rtin g out. 
Tho 
gam e—a deer, fox or ra b b it—su d ­ 
denly leaps in to tho open, and try 
as he m ay th e strick en h u n te r can ­ 
n o t m ove. 
H e trie s to lift th e rifle, 
b u t fails. 
W hen a t last th e gam e 
is Out* of sight, th e victim m anages 
to rise to h is feet and th en sits 
dow n again, too w eak to stand. 
W hen th e guide com es along, th e 
w hite face and shaky knees tell th e 
story. T he experienced h u n te r never 
g ets th e p araly sis on a ru n w ay u n ­ 
less he h as never before h u n ted by 
dogging th e gam e, b u t in th e woods 
th e still h u n te r som etim es finds 
him self suddenly so close to th e 
gam e th a t ho can alm ost touch it. 
To eave him self from starv atio n the 
strick en b u n te r cannot raise his rifle 
or m ove. 
Men have w atched deer 
u n d er Buch circum stances for m any 
m in u tes, and only w hen th e gam e 
w as o u t of sig h t have th ey been able 
to m ove. 
O th ers recover from th e 
p araly sis only to ta k e on th e form 
of ague. 
W ith buck ague sh ak in g bis bones 
and m ak in g h is m uscles feel like 
lum ps of jolly, th e b u n te r can som e­ 
tim es shoot so rapidly th a t th e shots 
ra ttle like beans, b u t bo cannot h it 
a deer. 
H e could not h it a barn. 
A gue ta k e s a dangerous tu rn a t 
tim es. 
Tho victim fires his rifle 
from h is arm w ith o u t p u ttin g it to 
h is shoulder, 
and his com panion, 
should he have one, m u st leap q u ick ­ 
ly to escape th e bullets. A gain, m en 
h ave fired guns over th eir backs 
w hile th e deer stood looking a t them 
face to face. 
B. F. K en t of P h ila ­ 
delphia, N. Y., once had to lie dow n 
to escape tho bullets sen t flying over 
b is head by an o th e r h u n te r stric k ­ 
en w ith buok ague. 
T he te n d e rfo o t's baptism is a c u ­ 
rious sight. 
N ot necessarily is tho 
baptized one a green hand. 
T he 
afflicted one perspires, am i th e p er­ 
sp iratio n pours off him in stream s. 
O ne m an w as so afflicted in th e 
M aine w oods la st y ear w hen he saw 
a m oose. 
W hen it w as all over, he 
took a h a n d k e rc h ie f o u t of his sh irt 
pocket to w ipe his face w ith and 
discovered th a t th e handkerchief 
w as lite ra lly d rip p in g w et. 
V arious o th e r form s of buck fever 
are recognized by local nam es. Men 
w ho app ear as cool as an old tim er, 
b u t forgot to shoot, belong to one 
class. 
O thers ju m p up and dow n 
in th e ir excitem ent, w hile still o th ­ 
ers try to catch tho gam e in th e ir 
hands. 
O ne m an a t least has been 
know n to fa in t u n d er th e excite­ 
m en t of th e chase. 
A thletes get 
fa in t and sick a t tim es. 
All tho 
form s h av e been know n to afflict 
one p atien t, b u t u su ally m an has tw o 
o r th re e form s th a t com e on a t tim es 
and a re incurable. 
W hen a h u n te r speaks of buck fe­ 
ver, it does n o t necessarily im ply 
th a t a deer w as th e cause of it. 
S quirrels, rab b its, ducks, woodcock, 
ruffled 
grouse or a n y th in g 
else 
so u g h t w ith a gun m ay bring it on. 
T he w ord buok w as used because 
deer u sually cause th e m ost violent

T h ese A n ecd ote* Show H ow T h ey I)intni*»ed 
A up I lea ut* For Place. 
An old St. L ouisan w ho w ill not 
allow h is nam e to be m entioned 
tells th e follow ing personal experi­ 
ence ho had w ith Linooln and S ta n ­ 
to n : 
In th e w in te r of 1*64, a fte r se rv ­ 
ing th re e y ears in th e U nion arm y 
and being honorably discharged, I 
m ade application for th e post But­ 
lersh ip a t P o in t Lookout. 
My fa­ 
th e r w en t w ith m e to Mr. S tanton, 
w ho w as then secretary of w ar. W e 
obtained an audience, and I w as 
u shered in to tho presence of th e 
m ost pom pous m an I ever m ot. 
As 
w e entered he w aved his band for 
us to stop a t a given p o int som e d is­ 
tan ce from him and th e n p u t these 
questions: 
“ Did you servo th re e y e a rs in th e 
a rm y ? ” 
“ I did, sir. ” 
“ W ere you honorably d isch arg ­ 
e d ?” 
“ I w as, s ir .” 
“ L et m o seo y o u r d isch arg e.” 
I gave it to him . 
H o looked it 
over and th e n s a id : 
“ W ere you ev er w ounded?” 
I told him yes, a t th e b a ttle of 
W illiam sburg, M ay 5, 1861. 
“ I th in k wo can givo th is position 
to a m an w ho has lost an arm or a 
le g ,” said Mr. S tanton. 
“ H e w ould 
be m ore deserving. ” 
A nd th e n he told m e ho th o u g h t I 
looked h e a rty and h ea lth y enough 
to serve th re e y ears m ore. H e w ould 
n ot even givo m e a chance to argue 
m y case, h u t dism issed us w ith an ­ 
o th er pom pous w ave of th e hand, 
and wo w ithdrew from th e au g u st 
presence of tile secretary of war. 
O utside m y fa th e r suggested we 
go over and see Mr. Lincoln. 
W e 
d id n ’t th in k it w ould do us m uch 
good, b u t w e w ont. 
Mr. L in c o ln ’s reception room w as 
filled w ith 
ladios and gentlem en 
w hen w e entered, and th e scone w as 
one I shall n ever forget. 
On her 
knees before th e presid en t w as a 
w om an in th e agonies of despair. 
W ith te a rs stre a m in g from h er oyes 
she im plored th e chief executive for 
th e life o f hor son, w ho had deserted 
an d w as condem ned to be shot. 
I heard Mr. Lincoln say : “ M ad­ 
am , do n o t a c t in th is w a y ; it is ago­ 
n y to me. 
I w ould pardon your 
son if it w as in m y pow er, h u t th e re 
m u st be an exam ple m ade, or I w ill 
have no a rm y .” 
A t th is speech th e w om an fainted. 
Mr. Linooln m otioned to tw o a tte n d ­ 
ants, w ho lifted h e r u p and carried 
h er out. 
E verybody in th e room 
was in tears. 
C hanging th o scene from th e su b ­ 
lim e to th e ridiculous, tho n ex t ap­ 
plicant for favor w as a big, buxom 
Irish w om an, w ho stood before th e 
p resid en t w ith arm s akim bo, sa y in g : 
“ Mr. L incoln, c a n ’t I sell apples 
on th e ra ilro a d ? ” 
E verybody laughed. 
“ C ertainly, m ad am ; you can sell 
all you w ish ,” said Mr. Lincoln. 
“ B ut you m u st give m e a pass, 
or th e soldiers w ill n o t le t m e ,” con­ 
tin u ed th e dam e from th e E m erald 
Isle. 
L incoln w ro te a few lines and 
gave them to hor. 
“ T h an k you, sir. God bless y o u !” 
exclaim ed th e h ap p y Irish w om an 
and w hisked o u t of th e room . 
I stood an d w atched th e p resid en t 
for tw o h ours, au d he dism issed 
each oase as quickly as th e forego­ 
ing.

Fishing; by E lectric Light, 
Every trout fisherman knows that 
tin* fish in certain stream s are abnor­ 
mally cultured in tile m atter of flies, 
and have a well defined contempt for a 
hook th at is badly tied, or dressed to 
im itate a fly th at is out of season. It 
would seem, however, th a t other fish 
besides the speckled river favorite of 
tile sportsm an are being educated in 
the im portant m atter of what to eat 
and w hat to avoid. It is said th at al­ 
though tile fall run of tin* mackerel on 
th** Rhode Island cost st is unusually 
heavy and th** fish are exceptionally 
large, they are so shy th at the old way 
of taking them , the hook and line, the 
drift nets and the seines, each of 
which w as form erly effective, have 
failed. The fish simply decline to be 
caught, and the owners of the macker­ 
el schooners ar** casting about for a 
new lure. The latest idea is a huge 
bag hung on poles and lowered, after 
lx*ing 
baited 
with 
freslily-ground 
stosh. by means of lead sinkers. The 
mackerel rush for the bait, and when 
enough of them are within the net the 
boom is raised. Th** old fishermen say 
that while this device 
works 
well 
enough for the voracious bull’s-eye 
mackerel, the true mackerel is not to 
lie taken by it. The commander of one 
boat is convinced th a t this wary fish is 
only to be circum vented by electricity, 
and lie has fitted up an electrical ap­ 
paratus for the purpose. This appara­ 
tus is a simplification of what lias been 
used for d«*ep-sea fishing on both the 
Pacific const and the coast of Sc *tl°".l. 
In tin* boat is a dynamo, to which is 
attached a long wire carrying from one 
to six incandest cot bulbs. The bulbs 
are first lowered into Hie depths of the 
sea, and the lights are turned on. It is 
believed th a t this will draw the true 
mackerel by night in such num bers as 
to m ake the seining of them easy and 
profitable.

first an d second classes the m a tte r 
ia of little consequence. To th e th ird 
it Is som etim es a source of serious 
d istu rb an ce of m in d or of still m ore 
serious d istu rb a n c e of the personal 
or fam ily budget.

done, b u t of w h a t em ployers are 
willing to do. 
A nd as to th a t thero 
is u n fo rtu n a te ly very little room 
for doubt. 
T hey will, as a rule, do 
nothing. 
T hey will prefer tho sav­ 
ing, w hatevo r it is, th a t tliOy can 
xd»Wc in wages to th e profit they 
m ig h t m a k e in increasing tlioix o«o 
tom by a fair an d im p artial systom 
a n d to th e satisfaction they m ig h t 
find in such a system . 
Yet it is 
probable th a t if, say, th e tw o groat 
parlo r car com panies of th e c o untry 
should u n ite in abolishing tips and 
in enforcing faith fu l and courteous 
service 
from 
those 
th e y em ploy 
th ey oould do m uch tow ard b rea k ­ 
ing u p th e praotice th ro u g h o u t the 
land and w ith o u t cost to th e m ­ 
selves. 
It w ould be as practical and 
sensible a step as th e adoption of a 
b e tte r lu b ric a n t for tho m achinery. 
It would reduco friotion and m ake 
tra v e l m ore attractiv e, m ore g en ­ 
eral and in th a t ratio m ore profita­ 
ble.

thing, it is going to excess to consider 
w riters 
and artists insane in whom 
queer traits and little m anias appear. 
In this respect Lombroso and his disci- 
pies have gone too far, their tendency 
being to m ake no distinction between 
genius aud talent. 
G enius is an anom aly, but nn anom ­ 
aly th a t the w hole w orld is satisfied to 
adm ire. 
It is constituted by the exag­ 
gerated developm ent of a single faculty, 
usually at the expense of the others. 
This is the cause of the im perfections of 
these b rillian t m eteors and the explana­ 
tion of th eir degeneracy on other points. 
E ssentially 
spontaneous aud original 
genius is a natural phenom enon that we 
cannot explain, although it is unques­ 
tionably the result of natural causes. 
T alent is different. 
It is the fru it of 
work and sustained application, and it 
can be acquired aud developed at any 
tim e.
